GERMAN MARK 
HAMMERED DOWN 
TO HALF A CENT 


Rush to Unload Them at Any 
Price Marks Trading on 
the Bourse. 
By ARNO DOSOCH-FLEUROT. 
(Copyright. )

Post-Dispatch. ) 


BERLIN, Oct. 18.—The mark was 
smashed to nearly 200 to the dollar 
yesterday, the Bourse closing at 190, 


after having reached 195. The whole 
day was a rush to unload marks at 
any price. 

Today the closing quotation for 
marks was 173 to the dolar. 

The Berlin exchange is lower than 
outside Germany because confidence 
in the mark within the country is 
broken; otherwise there is no reason 
for such a precipitous drop. The 
trouble has been that in the strug- 
gle to convince the world that an un- 
divided Upper Silesia was necessary 


to a solvent Germany, the’ Govern-') 


ment propagandized its own people 
to such an extent that they believe 
that, now a section of the province 
has been lost, their best move is to 
save what they can from what they 
think will be a complete loss. The 
result is the mad rush to get rid of 
marks, 

The situation is so hectic that 
there is talk that the Government 
will be. forced to put into effect an 
old law restricting the purchase of 
foreign exchange. Several large 
banks have been so hafd hit in their 
foreign exchange deals that they are 
threatening to sue the Reichsbank. 
These banks have been buying for- 
eign exchange for the Government at 


, Stipulated prices, and now thatthe 


bottom-has dropped out of the mark 
they are practically ruined. 

The Reichsebank itself is in a seri- 
ous predicament. Usually on w~ fall- 
ing market it has been able to up- 
hold the mark, but this crash is too 
great for even its resources. 

Simaltaneously with the fall in the 
mark has been the rise in industrial 
stocks, some of them gaining—as 
much as 400 per cent in a single 
hour on the Bourse.

cepted 8750 shares of the United ' 


Drilling and Development Co. in lieu 
of the $40,000 cash which had been 
agreed upon. The stock has turned 
out to be less valuable than Jan- 


nopoulo expected, and he is trying’ 


to have the St. Louls County Circuit 
Court annul the transaction and re- 
store his lots to him. The case is on 
trial before Judge McElhinney. 

Jannopoulo, testifying yesterday, 
said Georges told him that the stock 
was worth $8 a share and the com- 
pany was capitalized at $1,000,000, 
with $650,000 paid, and was produc- 
ing 46500 barrels of oil a day, which 
was selling at $3.75 a barrel. 

Had Investigation Made.

Captain 
Keck was all over the field and re- 
peatedly made tackles on the other 
side of the line. The Princeton sec- 
ondary defense, consisting of Wittner 
and Gilroy, put up a great game, 
and had the Princeton right end 
smashed in on every play it might 
have been possible to have cut off 
some of the Navy interference. 


Interference Fine. 
“I have never seen backs run 
-harder than the Navy backs did, nor 


have I ever seen better interference. 
‘There was only one way their plays 
could have been stopped. To have 
done effective work, the entire 
Princeton line must have met this/| 
‘interference and broken it up before 
it got started. 

Princeton was superior to the 
Navy in only one department of the 
game, and that wasin punting. Van 
Gerbig, for a new man, did fairly 
| well, but the effectiveness of his 
kicking was lessened to a large ex- 
tent by his slowness in getting his 
punts off and by his failure to kick 
| them high enough. The downfleld 
work of the Princeton team was not 
|what I thought it would be. The 
ends were seldom down at the proper 
time and the line gave them little 
or no suport. If the Navy had any 
weakness, it was in kicking. They 
only used the kicker as a very last 
resort. The Princeton backs, espe- 
cially the quarterback, played en- 
tirely too far back from the line of 
scrimmage. Several of the Navy 
punts hit the ground and bounced 
around the field of play before they 
were recovered, and I think both 
MacPhee and Van Gerbig made a 
mistake in trying to fair catch the 
Navy kicks.

THE PRESS MUST BE FREE. 


Judge Fisher's decision in the $10,000,000 libel 
suit of the City of Chicago against the Chicago Trib- 
une is a sweeping assertion of the right and duty of 
newspapers to keep the public fully informed of the 
conduct of the Government and of public officials 
and to criticise official and governmental acts which 
in its opinion are detrimental to the public welfare. 
| The judicial opinion is such a clear and compre- 

hensive statement of the functions of a newspaper as 
the guardian of public interests and the instrument 
| by which the public is kept informed of all things 
/mecessary to enlightened opinion and judgment on 
the conditions of society and governmental acts, that 
| it ought to be universally read by the people. The 
Judge forcefully defings the right of the newspapers 
to publish all facts bearing upon the public welfare 
and to comment upon them for the purpose of inform- 
ing and directing public opinion and thus unifying 
and crystallizing it for action against the bad and for 
the good. 

The only conditions which govern the liberty.of the 
press are the honesty and sincerity of its purpose and 
the conscientious and reasonablé care exercised by 
the newspaper in ascertaining the truth and express- 
ing its own opinion. The object must be the public 
| welfare and never. the injury of the public official 
whose conduct is subject to exposure and criticism 
or detraction of the administration whose acts are 
condemned. While the Judge's comments upon the

at the very inception of our Government, regard- 

ed as indispensible to a free state. * * * 

While. good reason exists for denying a pub- 
lisher the right to print that which he cannot 
prove against an individual, and recklessly to 
pry into his personal affaires, defaming his char- 
acter and reputation, no reason exXists for. re- 
straining the publication against a municipality 
or ‘other governmental agency, of such facts, 
which, as Judge Taft puts it, it is well that the 
public should know, even if it lies hidden from 
judicial investigation. 

The Chicago suit differs from previous suits of this 
character in that it was brought in behalf of a mu- 
nicipality as a whole as representing the interest of 
citizens and not by a public official. The courts have 
sustained the rights of the press to publish facts bear- 
ing upon official conduct and to comment thereon 
with reason ani sincerity and the decision estab- 
lishes its right to criticise municipalities and all other 
governmental agencies whenever in its opinion the 
public welfare requires it. 

Judge Fisher's able exposition of the functions of 
the press as a public guardian and his assertion of its 
freedom to publish facts and express opinions con- 


cerning governmental policies and conditions and 


official acts is peculiarly timely and valuable in view 
of the efforts during and since the war to muzzle 
and control the newspapers. He points out the dén- 
ger attending any attempt to gag or intimidate the 
press.

The annual report of Water Commissioner Wall 
urges an increase of 10 per cent in flat and general 
meter rategfin order to meet the plant extensions 
which will be necessary if the average increase in 
consumption for the last 20 years is maintained. The 
'chances are that this increase will be accelerated.

|. A review of expenses and revenue shows that, with- 


| out the proposed rate increase, there will not be suf- 
ficient money on hand to pay for the new pump and 
main which will be needed in 1923. Meanwhile, if the 
¢gity grows industrially as it. is expected to do, the 
present plant will be inadequate for the city’s needs 
by 1926, when its capacity will have to be greatly en- 
larged. 

| That the proposed increase in water prices may 
meet opposition is discounted by the report, which 
recites, with justifiable pride, that “the water rates 
in effect today are less than in 1912-13." Figures are 
given as to gperating and maintenance costs, together 
with other details, to prove that this extraordinary 
exception to the almost universal rule of increased 
prices during the last eight years is the result of 
superior managerial efficiency.
